SA Moore advised that tills particular litorature had not Loan received, 
and that the barren Commission Tias desirous of obtaining sane, If avail- 
able. 

1 informed SA Ilcore that I seemed to recall that one of the Fair Play 
For .Cuba Committee circulars distributed by Osvald bore the address 
of 544 Camp Street, but that ire had no circulars bearing this address 
in our file. 3A I-Icoro uas informed that further search vrould bo made, 
and that if necessary the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Police 
Department Intelligence Division trould bo contacted to determine* if such 
a circular is available* 

I subsequently contacted the local FBI office and uas informed that a 
scorch vould bo made of their files for the circular*, and up to this tine 
no further information has boon received from that office. 

Further search of the files of tills office disclosed that a pamphlet en- 
titled "TI10 Crime Against Cuba” by Corliss Lament bears the following 
rubber stamped impression on Pago 39 s ”P .? C C 544 Camp St. Hot; Orleans, 
La.” One copy of this pamphlet t-as furnished Chief 3 s Office Tilth SA Vial 3 s 
report dated 12/3/63*, and is listed as an attachment. It is not IcnoTn if 
the copy furnished Tilth SA Vial 3 3 report boro the rubber stomped impression. 
The one remaining copy in this office is being furnished hcrcrith.- 

Inquiry Tras also made of tho Intelligence Division, ITott Orleans Police 
Deportment, this date. They have one remaining copy of this same pamphlet, 
Tillich bears the same rubber stamped address. 

In viev of tho circumstances, it Trould appear that the comment in SA Vial 1 a 
report referred to the above mentioned pamphlet, ,! Tho Crime Against Cuba” 
and not to the ycllcir circulars, some of xrhich boro tho stamped impression 
”A J III dell, P. 0. Don 3001 6, I'Tctt Orleans, La.” and others ”L. II. Ostiald, 

4907 liagacine Street, ZIgit Orleans, La.”, copies of vhlch have been fur- 
nished your office.
